ENGLISH STAMPS PROVIDE COLLECTORS WITH INTERESTING SPECIALIZED DISPLAY—FEW 
MINOR VARIETIES HAVE APPEARED DURING BRIEF USE OF SHORT SET 


OF PRETTY ADHESIVES

ITH the advent of the new 

Georgian issue, collectors all 

over the world are completing 

their collections of the last 
reign. Short as the issue has been, a 
good range of material has been provided 
for us. In order to assist philatelists in 
completing the series, arranging and 
writing up their pages, the data below 
may prove acceptable. It is in sections 
divided into the various classes of 
stamps. 

The design seems to have been based 
on one submitted by Mr. H. J. Brown, 
but the head was taken from a photo- 
graph by Hugh Cecil Portraits Ltd., and 
is admirably suited for reproduction by 
the photogravure process.

Sheets. There are only four values, 
and being so few in number, it is a good 
idea to mount blocks of four or more on 
the title page of the collection. 


Booklet Stamps. These provide the us- 
ual normal and inverted watermarks, and 
with only three values one can mount a 
booklet page of each value. 


Booklet Controls. These appear at the 
bottom left corner of the sheet (with or 
without advertisements in the 114d val- 
ue). A block of each value showing the 
control is worth adding to any collection. 


The list of these is— 4d E2 E4 
1d F3 F6 
114d GS G7 


Coil Varieties. From the vending ma- 
chines, two values, 44d and 1d, and I 
suggest the collectors get the outer band 
of a coil with one or two stamps at- 
tached, and also the last two stamps 
complete with the final “dummy.” This 
page should also contain the latest vend- 
ing machine experiment, the 6d booklet 
containing four 114d stamps. 


Controls and Cylinder Numbers. A 
complete collection of these is not too 
ambitious as they can be collected in 
singles or in blocks of three or six. As 
is usual, the cylinder numbers are in two 
varieties, the number itself and also fol- 
lowed by a dot. It was rather a surprise 





that the second series was lettered A/37 
as it is customary to advance the letters 
in each series. The list of these is as 
follows:

Constitution--Madisen’s Idea

On the seventeenth of September, 
1787, the delegates to one of the most 
important gatherings of American 
statesmen in history signed the docu- 
ment upon which they had been working 
since May 28 of that year. The scene 





James Madison 


was in Independence Hall, Philadelphia, 
and the document was the Constitution 
of the United States of America. 
Difficult as was the writing of such 
an all-embracing law of the land, the 
signing of this completed draft was but 
the half-way point on the long road to 
its acceptance by the people of the na- 





tion. Ratification was achieved in sev- 
eral states by very narrow margins with 
Rhode Island last to swing in line—a 
state which was not even represented at 
the Philadelphia convention. 

On Sept. 17 of this year the Post Of- 
fice Department will issue what promises 
to be a striking stamp that pictures these 
early statesmen gathered for the signing 
of the Constitution—an instrument that 
even now is playing a dramatic role in 
the supreme court situation. In the 150 
years of its guidance of the affairs of the 
United States, the Constitution has been 
amended several times to permit the 
government and the people to meet new 
problems. The Constitution might be 
called the brain child of James Madison 
for it was he who drew the earliest 
sketch of this plan of government. 
Among noted statesmen of the time who 
opposed the convention was Samuel Ad- 
ams and the signatures of several others 
do not appear on the original document. 
John Adams and Thomas Jefferson were 
abroad at the time, John Jay and Patrick 
Henry did not sign.

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“Mayia” Unmasked 


Last week I received a letter from an 
old friend who is now located in Colom- 
bia and he sends us a tip on identifica- 
tion of the design of a Cuban stamp 
that has puzzled some of us for a long 
while. My friend lived and worked a 
long while in Cuba and he had devoted a 
lot of time to the whys and wherefores 
of island issues. He refers now to Scott’s 
illustration A32 in the Cuban section. 

The man pictured on the stamp is 
identified as ““Mayia.” This is like label- 
ing a portrait of Benjamin Franklin as 
“Ben.” “Mayia,” explains my corre- 
spondent, was a nickname for Jose Maria 
Rodriguez. Rodrigeuz was not accorded 
a place in the International Encyclo- 
pedia but it seems that he was quite a 
figure in Cuban history just the same. 

When a little boy he was unable to 
correctly pronounce the name Maria, 
calling it Mayia. This nickname stuck 
to him all through life, even during his 
career in the army. Even the inscrip- 
tion on the stamp is limited to this name 
of his childhood.

Editex’s Comment 


OUR POSITION Recently we discussed 
MADE CLEAR speculative stamps in 
this column and dwelt 

upon the Spanish Goyas in particular. It 
so happened that in the same edition 
Lambert Gerber, a dealer, advertised 
Goya sets.

There 
was no malice aforethought so far as Mr. 
Gerber was concerned. He protests that 
the stamps offered are not late reprints 
such as those denounced in the editorial 
and asks that we clear his reputation. 
May we remind this advertiser that 
virtually every stamp dealer in the 
country has Goyas in stock and most of 
them, at some time or another, have ad- 
vertised the material. We had hoped that 
every dealer would read the editorial and 
seriously ponder whether he should con- 
tinue to encourage governments to issue 
stamps of a speculative nature by carry- 
ing such items in stock. 

There is no reason to doubt Mr. Ger- 
ber’s word and we so state the facts in 
connection with the incident. 


Mr. Gerber was so incensed at what 
he thought unfair treatment of his name 
and business that he was on the point of 
breaking his advertising contract with us. 
We trust that after reading this editorial 
he, and other advertisers, will see our 
point of view and respect us for doing 
the thing which we believe is right. We 
do not want to lose business for, after 
all, Linn’s Weekly Stamp News is not a 
plaything—it is a business that supplies 
a livelihood for fourteen employes of 
Linprint. We do not want to lose busi- 
ness, we are struggling constantly to get 
more. But there is another side to the 
picture.

Well, to tell the truth, we have often 
wondered if such might be the case when 
we look over the pages of certain con- 
temporary magazines. Such twiddle and 
twaddle and petty gossip fill their col- 
umns. Seldom are their articles of a 
really informative nature and almost 
never do the editors express themselves 
in positive terms. Perhaps these gen- 
tlemen have already passed through the 
experiences that Linn’s new: editor has 
just encountered and, perhaps, they find 
life sweeter to steer clear of anything 
that might offend their advertisers. If 
so, we extend our condolences and we 
are sorry that we missed their funerals. 


Linn’s Weekly Stamp News will con- 
tinue to publish that which the editors 
believe is of importance to its readers. If 
we err in our editorial opinion we will 
welcome the protests and we will go to 
the bottom of the thing and straighten it 
out. We will not change our position on 
any question simply because a matter of 
dollars and cents is involved. The read- 
er and the advertiser would find it diffi- 
cult to think well of us if the magazine 
management should be so wishy-washy. 


At hand is a copy of that venerable 
publication, Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp 
News, in which there is an editorial that 
pretty much tells the story of general 
philatelic journalism. Says Editor Wylie: 


“Generally speaking we regard it as 
bad psychology for the philatelic press to 
allow its columns to be used for such 
propaganda .. . (referring to criticism of 
the government for too frequent issues of 
postage stamps). It fosters in the col- 
lecting mind the idea that one is being 
buncoed in his collecting interest . . . Be 
a booster for the hobby! Enter your 
protest at Washington rather’ than 
poison the mind of collectors who may

have been enlisted by one of the com- 
memorative stamps you condemn.” 

Surely Mr. Wylie, himself an editor of 
long experience, does not believe that 
the hobby will be the better for silence 
upon topics that might help a collector 
to get the most out of the hobby. There 
is much to learn in stamp collecting and 
the trial and error method is not only 
costly but is much more likely to sour 
the collecting urge than the critical opin- 
ions of any editor. No, we cannot agree 
with Mr. Wylie. We were too long in 
the daily newspaper business to be con- 
verted now to a policy of whitewash si 
lence. And that goes for both United 
States and foreign stamps. We respect- 
fully insist that an editor who lacks an 
opinion might better be practicing his 
music lesson. 

George W. Linn, our managing editor, 
has made several unsuccessful attempts 
to interest other stamp magazine pub 
lishers in forming an organization that 
would approve or reject all advertising 
submitted for publication in philatelic 
magazines, hoping thereby to render a 
real service to collectors. Mekeel’s and 
Stamps were among those approached. 
He received no encouragement. It is a 
sad state of affairs when one man and 
one magazine are left to champion alone 
the best interests of millions of stamp 
collectors. Perhaps that is one of the 
reasons this magazine has 18,000 paid in 
advance subscribers.—D. H.
